Dear Sir: 

In response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed May 26, 2006, Applicants request 
reconsideration under MPEP § 71 1 .03 of the holding of abandonment. The Notice indicates in item 
3 that the application became abandoned because proposed corrected drawings were received on 
July 22, 2005, after the period for reply set forth in Notice Regarding Drawings.' Applicants, 
however, filed a Petition to address the late-filed drawings. The Petitions Office has not yet acted 
on that Petition. In light of the pending Petition, Applicants respectfiiUy submit that the Notice of 
Abandormaent is improper. 

Applicants paid the Issue Fee on January 21, 2005. The PTO subsequently mailed a 
Notice Regarding Drawings on April 6, 2005. The Notice set a two-month period for reply. 

' The Notice of Abandonment actually refers to this date as having been set by the Notice of Allowability. However, 
the PTO did not inform Applicants of the apparent drawing errors until the Notice Regarding Drawings. 
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Applicants did not file proposed corrected drawings until June 22, 2005, at which time Applicants 
also filed a Petition to Revive to allow acceptance of the late corrected drawings. The PTO 
dismissed that Petition on July 18, 2005 on the ground that the corrected drawings were still not in 
compliance. 

After a conversation with the Draftsperson, Applicants filed a Renewed Petition for 
Revival on July 22, 2005, along with further corrected drawings. That Petition also was dismissed 
on September 20, 2005 because the drawings were noncompliant for a different reason. 

After a fiirther conversation with the Draftsperson, Applicants filed a second Renewed 
Petition for Revival on September 27, 2005, along v^th fiirther corrected drawings. The PTO has 
not acted on the second Renewed Petition for Revival, despite a Status Inquiry filed February 13, 
2006. Accordingly, the Notice of Abandonment is premature. 

Applicants' representative has attempted to contact the Petitions Attorney handling the 
pending Petition but has been unsuccessfiil. Applicants respectfiiUy request that the PTO timely 
consider the Petition filed on September 27, 2005. If the Petitions Attorney has any questions or 
requires any fiirther information, she is invited to call the undersigned to resolve this matter 
expeditiously. Applicants paid the Issue Fee for this application on January 21, 2005 — almost one 
and one-half years ago — and wish to expedite its issuance.
